Garbage in the city of Denver is re- 


moved from tho premises 01 citizens 
without cost to them anil without cost 
to the city. 
This apparently marvel- 


out feat is achieved through a contract 
that has been made with 
the 
Ho-y 


Growers' Association. 
Employes of 


this association at regular and frc- 
uuent intervals visit the premises of 
a.U citizens, and remove garbage of ev- 
ery description. 
About one hundred 


tons a clay is disposed of. 
To mako 


sure that the 
ordinances 
requiring; 


cleanliness are properly respected by 
each citizen and that the employes of 
the Hog- Growers' Association are p?i- 
forming- the duties to which they have 
through contract obligated them'selvp", 
the city employs a force of inspectors. 


In the business section equally a* 


cective measures' have been taken to 
promote cleanliness. 
On every block 


are placed attractive sanitary rubbish 
cans. Within a short time after the^e 
were placed on the corners, as substi- 
tutes for the olds battered, mislead.% 
unsanitary and awkward contrivances, 
it was noticed that citizens no longer 
littered the streets with banana peeis, 
waste paper and other rubbish, 
but 


instead, held them in their hands un- 
til the next can was reached. 


The can itself is a very simple affair. 


It stands 36 inches high, with sides of 
19 inches each. The "height makes it 
easy for foot passengers to drop 
in 


their waste as they pass. 
Adjustable 


feet are under each corner so the car, 
which is designed to be attached to a 
street post, may be permitted to ad-' 
just itself to the pitch of that post or 
to the slant of the walk: thus, it may 
be kept always in a primly 
upright 


position. 
Within the can is a* large 


sack, fastened to hooks within the top,- 
but •swinging clear of the walk. 
This 


sack is. hung- on hooks uirectly under 
the removable top, so arranged thst 
when the top is down and locked tha 
sack can not be removed. The New- 
ark Board of Trade has ordered mad2 
a dozen such cans for the 
business 


section of 
Newark. 
More 
may 
be 


bought later. 


A great point in favor of the sani- 


tary can lies in the removal of its 
contents. 
The top is taken off, ths 


sack or pouch lifted from the hook;;, 
supporting it, the drawstring at the 
top pulled closing the mouth, the whols 
is thrown upon the wagon which is 
to bear the rubbish away to dumping 
grounds 
and replaced by an 
empty 


sack. There is no possibility that the 
contents may be blown 
about 
the 


streets, thus undoing the work of th.? 
can, and the man in charge of 
the 


wagon may do his work in a trim 
uniform, or even in a dress suit. Tho 
can permits everything to be done in 
so cleanly a manner that the arrival 
of the dust wagon is not a signal for 
storekeepers to close their doors, 
in 


fear of a gust carrying- dirt and deso- 
lation to its interior.-
